The pay of a member of Congress can be 
constitutionally regarded by no law except 
by such as each Congress for itself may pass. 
As to what you may say about the members 
of the last Congress having “settled up by 

receipt” for their serviees before the passage 
of the Act fixing their pay for the entire Con- 

gress, I have only to say I suppose they had 

occasionally during the sessions, as was 
always usual, receipted for the ad vances 
made to them by the Sargeant-at-Arms to be 

accounted for on final settlement with him 

for their services during the whole Congrers 
as it might be constitutionally fixed by the 
properly constituted law-making power over 
the subject. 

You are pleased further tosay: “We care 
not who has done the thing before, nor how 

often it has been done, nor how often 
it way be done in the absence of a law for- 
bidding it that ought to be passed, we say 

that it is not right.” 

In this you clearly show that in your opin- 
ion, a law ought to be passed forbidding the 
members of a future Congress from increas- 
ing their pay and receiving the amount 80 
increased. Are you aware that such a law 
would be ut‘erly unconstitutional ? It would 
be an act of gross usurpation, and no law 
at all; for asI said in my former letter and 
in the speech referred to, Tas ConsTiITuTIon 
expressly provides that each Congress for 
itself shall fix the pay of its own Senators 
and members. Before Corgress can consti- 
tulionally pass such a law as you say ought 
to be passed, there must be an- 
Other amendment to the Constitution. 
Such an Amendment was proposed to the 
States by Congress during Gen. Washington's 
Administration, and was rejected by a large 
majority of the States. A similar Amend- 
ment has been recently offered in the House, 
and it will be time enough to discuss its 
merits when it comes up for regular Con- 
gressional deliberation. You will, however, 
find very few intelligent men in this country, 
[ suppose, who will agree with you in holding 
that Congress, under the Constitution, as it 
is, has any power to pass such a law as you 
say it ought to pass. 

Your re ference to the clamor raised against 
Mr. Clay for his course on the pay question, 
in order to avoid the force of my instance of 
him as one of the many of the illustrious 
men of this couutry—distinguished alike for 
honor and iotegrity—who had done the 
same act io principle that the Georgia 
Democrats had done in receiving “back 
psy” needs no reply from me. lt is true a 
temporary clamor was raised against him 
and others of that day, who did just as he

And we assure him that a 
ringing déhunciation of the back pay spolia- 
tion and a refusal to ahare the plunder by a 
Georgia Congressman would have thrilled 
the Democracy of Georgia like a trumpet 
note, and the failure to do 30 was felt asa 
lost opportunity to vindicate Georgia's reso- 
lute, unqualified opposition to public wrong. 

In this connection it is perhaps the proper 
place to allude to Mr. Stephens contemptu- 
ous references to the universal public opin- 
ion on the subject, and to his utter miscon- 
ception of the origin, nature gag extent of 
that opinion. With seeming flippancy he 
characterizes it as a “tempest in a tea pot,” 
and dismisses it as a mere passing gust of 
popular caprice hardly worthy of notice. 
It may be that he and the few in- 
terested grabbers that he defends 
may be wiver and more correct on 
the subject than the overwhelming masses 
ot me people. The public condemnation of 
this wrong began a half century ago with the 
firat commission of the offence, and has flamed 
into activity since whenever the occasion 
arose. It drove the perpetrators to private 
life. It nearly exiled Mr. Clay from public 
position, and required his humble ackaowl- 
edgement of the wrong to save him. The 
last grab took place a year ago, yet the pub- 
lic disapproval has never ceased its outepoken 
utterance. State legislatures have con- 
demned it. Political conventions of 
all parties have denounced it. 
Its perpetrators have been al- 
most unanimously retired by indignant 
constituencies. The public press has been a 
unit in iu censure. Public sentiment every- 
where in the country, has put the seal of re- 
buke upon it. The National Congress has 
had to go back upon its action in response 
to the pressure of popular virtue; and its de- 
fense by Mr. Stephens, has evoked a renewal 
of the storm of public censure, in and out of 
the State, and a biting criticism of his course 
from his best friends, In private conversa- 
tion men disapprove and disagree with Mr- 
Stephens’ course. 

It may be that all this conscientious ex- 
pression of a long-settled, deliberate, 
thoughtful, well-grounded public judgment, 
so unanimous, firm and consistent is a 
“tempest in a tea-pot” as Mr. Stephens dis- 
dainfully diagnoses the matter, but we ap- 
prehend that those public servants who in 
rotirement will meditate on the effects of that 
tea-pot tempest will think differently. 

The two main points in Mr. Stephens’ re. 
joinder are that a technicality of the Con- 
stitution allowed the grab and therefore it is 
right, and that certain old-time Congress- 
men of acknowledged honesty bad perpe- 
trated a similar grab. 

The firet point is sophistical, and bis last 
as to Georgians incorrect, and we challenge 
the proof. 

While the Constitution allows each 
Congress to fix its own pay, it does not au- 
thorize any Congress to take pay twice for 
the same service, nor was its objcct to allow 
excessive or improper pay. The TRUTH I8 
THAT TRR BACK PAY GRAB WAS NOT \ LEGITI- 
MATE EXECUTION Of, BUT AN OUTRAGEOUS 
ABUSE Of THE LAW. Congress may have had 
the power under the law to abuse it, but the 
possession and exercise of the power does 
not justify that abuse. In the imperfection 
of human ordinances there are many things 
technically legal that are legally wrong, and 
many things physically possible that are 
gravely objectionable. 

We huve a pertinent analogy to Mr. Steph- 
ens’ argument on this point. A man was 
caught trying to bribe a jury. A graver 
crime is hardly possible. Its success would 
overturn all law. The man could not be in- 
dicted because his attempt at bribery was 
made on the bailiff and not directly on the 
jury. The law specified the attempt of bri- 
bery on ajury as a crime but not on the bailiff 
to reach the jury. The intent was the same. 
The consequences were the same. The vio- 
lation to right was the same. The injury to 
society was the same. Yet through the im- 
perfection of the law the criminal escaped 
in cne case that would have been punished in 
the other. 


The back pay grab of the last Congress 
shocks mora) sense, and is a violation of busi- 
ness honesty. It is just as much wrong as if 
the law condemned it justead of improperly 
allowing it. And we are glad to see for his 
own sake that Mr. Stephens avowedly die- 
claims the discus: ion of its expediency, and 
simply relies on his constitutional tecnnicali- 
ty. This technicality, like the bribery law, 
saves the criminal, but it don’t relieve the 
moral aspects of the crime. The briber 
walked out of court relieved of penalty, but 
none the lese of a self-convicted though un- 
punished briber. back pay grabber 
safely clutches his spo,iation and rests on bis 
technicality, but that makeg him none the

= The Washington correspondent of the 
Courier-Journal details what purports to be 
an interview between Hon. A. H. Stephens 
and General Sbermar. Here it is: 

Last week Hon. Fernando Wood gave an 
entertainment to gentlemen. Among the 
guests were the Hon. Alexander H. Steph- 
ens and General Sherman. Mr. Wood ap- 
proached the General and esid: “May 
present you to Mr. Stephens?“ Ob, yes, 
said the General; “I am not afraid to meet 
Mr. Stephens.” Mr. Stephens, I am very 
happy to see you in Washington again o- 
eupying your old position of honor.“ Said 
Mr. Stephens in reply: And I am happy 
to return. I am gratided and overwhelmed 
with the kindness, honor and respect with 
which I have been treated.” Said the Gen- 
eral: “Mr. Stephens, after ali, this is a 
good world. here are good men and 
good women everywhere, and if we only 
feel kindly towards others, we will find 
that it is always returned.” There was much 
more said which I have forgotten, except that 
Mr. Stephens announce’ that he would go 
farther than Charles Sumner in securin 
every right tothe negro. “I acknowledge,” 
said he, “that I did not always think so, but 
now that the colored man isa voter, don’t 
stop half way in their education and priv- 
ileges.” 80 here we have the spectacle of 
two extremes meeting.

rights ; Sif imprisonment for debt is to be re- 
established ;if the present form and system 
of State government isto be put at the mer- 
cy of a convention of uncertain composition, 
then the people should have the fullest op- 
poriunity of deliberation before the grant of 
power. The lature should be dead to 
passion and prejudice in the settlement of 
this issue.—Savannah Advertiser.
